Tho board and mnstuche u an append&ge 


to luo fuce ta of comparative recent date 
in the United States. Thirty yean ago ft 
board was an exception, and thirty-five 
yearu huvu scarcely elapsed vince tlio 
wearer of a beard \vaa either an object of 
ridicule or auupicloit 
When a boy the 


writer listened to a sermon la which tlio 
smooth faced preacher descanted on the 
alii of the board, nnd conoluiivcly proved 
time Adam wua not endowed with thin 
facial appendago until after his fall, and 
that It conHtitutcd the actual thicket be- 
hind which he nought to hid* himself 
from the Right of hla maker. 


U IB quite evident It was at least an 


dlll'icult for the ancients to keep down the 
growth of the board as It is for the modern 
youth to ralso ono. llefore the invention 
of the razor, which dates buck lean than 
two centuries, the hair was kept from ac- 
cumulating on tiio iaeo by rubbing the 
akin quickly with pumice atone, which 
gave ft that peculiar polish and hardness 
of outline noticeable In old paintings. 
Barbers are lirst mentioned In English 
history ahout tho your 1680, during the 
reign of Charlos I, when a number of 
Purltuuu wore ordered to be punished by 
having thoir "boards shaven from their 
facua with sharp knives, and the hair to 
be cropped cloae to thoir hoada therewith, 
In addition to having their ears cut off 
and tongues bored with a rod hot Iron, 
and to bo thereafter stood In the pillory." 


A SUBJECT Or HIDICUMB. 


About 1885 boarda and mustaches began 


to make their appearance in this country 
on tho streets of the cities, and were 
everywhere tho subject of ridicule, »o 
much »o that few wore vnin enough to 
cultivate them 
In IblJb tho fad for wear- 


Ing hair on tho fuce was given a groat 
thrust forward by ix picture of Count 
D'Orsny, published In {'razor's Magazine, 
Illustrating how copiously a chi;i could bo 
cuahlonod, mid whlnh, It wtis conceded, 
reached thu cllnmx of hair arrangement lu 
Unit quarter. 


Still for n number of years later long 


boitrds wura considered disgraceful; as 
inaaka behind which criminals and out- 
laws sought to lildo their identity. As 
lato as 1848 the writor remembers to have 
seen a Jew with long huir and beard 
"bated" on Beaver stroot,-ln tlia city, by 
a crowd of boys, who chased him with 
sticks and stones through tho streets and 
alleys of what, was then ouo of the most 
attractive portions of New York, and for 
110 other reason than the grout mass of 
hair which concealed his features. Aqd 
on this occasion tho aoduto businoHH men 
of that part .f tho city gathered at their 
doors and cheered tho boys with their ex- 
pressions of approval 


One or two judges about that tlmo be- 


gan to rau.hu thoir uppuaraucu on tho 
bench with wblskois. 
This the public 


took as an offense, and the paporn seri- 
ously disentitled it UN a matter of prime 
Importance. 
"Whiskers," 
Bays The 


Democratic Kevlow, "are bad enough at 
tho bur, and even then they uvo pestilent 
accompaniment for counsel 
There is no 


gentlemanly uianu^ltifr a Jury with them. 
Men are not open to ruuwu or pathos that 


might luu* from any put of a face thus 
cnlUvited. 
They continually, and for 


nod reason, inspect those who talk to 
them in a mailc. But to carry whisker* 
up to the tribunal Is unbecoming the 
judge as it is unfortunate for the wool- 
Back. What would men hare us think? 
Do they mmn to enforce decisions by th* 
ferocity of their countenances! To make 
us fear Instead of honor them? Or would 
U«ey, wherever they may be, have us 
understand that their strength, like hit 
of old, lies In their hair?" 
None of the fathers of the republic ever 


wore a beard. The appendage of hair Is 
not to be found on the face of any of the 
slgneri of the Declaration of Independence, 
and it was unknown to all the officers of 
the revolutionary army. Those mm of 
great minds, Iron will and strong purpose 
stood forth In the broad light of day with 
face* so clean that their every thought 
might lie read. 


TUB CHOPPBD inn wmsiEn. 


The war of 1812 brought no generals to 


the front with beards, but all the com- 
mandoi'N of the navy appear to have culti- 
vated 'the "mutton leg," as .It was once 
called—the side whisker reaching an Inch 
or so below the ear, but always kept 
dropped. This Is the whiskers wo find on 
the pictures of Perry, Balnbrldge, Deca- 
tur, Lawrence and others, and Is the 
plant which. was afterwards built out and, 
In connection with the mustache, '^""ft 
the "Burnslde." All the principal offlom 
of the Mexican war were aluo beardless, 
although the uiusUohe and board began 
About that time cre'ep into the army. 


Of the presidents of the United States 


John Q. Adams and Zochary Taylor had 
n mero bunch of hair, extending; the 
length of the ear. Martin Van Bureu 
hod more of the "mutton leg," which 
curled forward, and being of a sandy 
color, gave that peculiar expression to 
his facu which caused him to be nick- 
named "The Red Fox of Klndorhook" or 
"Fo^y" Van Huron. All the other presi- 
dents had faces shaven of every particle 
of hair, and np to 1861 no man had oc- 
cupied a position of prominence In the 
national government who wore a beard on 
his chin or u mustache. John C. Fre- 
mont, tho drat candidate of tho Republi- 
can party for the presidency, also culti- 
vated his entire cheek and chin space for 
hair, and Abraham Lincoln, his successor 
on tho ticket four years later, and the flint 
Republican president, also wore a full 
board. 


Tho cabinet which Lincoln assembled1 


was composed largely of bearded men. 
The despised abolition sentiment had ob- 
tained the ascendency, and men by the 
thousands who ton years before would 
rather have been caught burning n house 
than raising a board, throw away their 
imprs and turned their faces out to nature 
for coverings. The officers In the Bold of 
both armies lot the board grow or cut It 
in shapes to suit their particular fancy or 
appearance, until a smooth faced man bo- 
came almost as rare as a hairy ono had 
boon a few months previous, 


Presidents Grant, Hayes and Oarfleld all 


appeared In full beards, and wo all re 
member the luxurious Burnsldos of Chester 
A.. Arthur, the pre-eminently gentlemanl) 
occupant of tho White House. Cleveland 
la the first president that ever was electee 
backed by a mustache only.— Now York 
Press.

Tuttle on Saturday at 3 o'clock at his 
family mid^uoe on North Monroe street, 
where on Thursday afternoon he was sud- 
denly stricken down with cerebral apo- 
plexy.

Mr. Tnttle was probably one ot the

most until his affliction. He devoted all 
his time and energy to hie profession and 
has left many enduring monuments ot 
his engineering and skill in this and 
other states to keep bis name green in 
the memory of the people. He was justly 
regarded as one of the beet civil engineers 
m the country, a man whose quick judg- 
ment of the cost ot railroad work was 
equal to the best, and a man whose cal- 
culations were never ut fault. He was 
wonderfully expert in figures, seldom 
huving to resort to pencil and paper. His 
calculations were nearly always mental, 
and while many devoted considerable 
time to figuring he reached correct con- 
clusions by brief consideration, eeisily 
demonstrating the result in figures in a 
few momenta He was a genial, compan- 
ionable man, who was well informed on 
all subjects of general interest. He was 
not obtrusive in any sense, and he had 
the happy faculty of making friends, 
who always greeted him like a brother 
and felt pleased to meet him. His fund 
oC general information and reminiscences 
of persons and incidents was vast, and a 
oftnt with him was both instructive and 
entertaining. At one time in his life Mr. 
Tnttle had property valued at over 8CO,- 
009, He was n good citizen, whose re- 
moval by death is deeply deplored by his 
wide circle ot friends, 


Charles A. Tuttle was born Nov. 26,1829, 


near Prospect, Conn., where he secured 
n good common school education and as- 
sisted his father in farm work. At the 
age of 18 he entered the military aohool 
at West Point, where he graduated as a 
civil engineer in two years, when he left 
the institution, not caring to take the 
full military course, He returned to his 
native state and engaged in the enter- 
prise of railroad building, /for which he 
was especially qualified. He conducted 
tbe survey for the Bridgeport & Nauga- 
tuck road and when the road was com- 
pleted he became connected with the 
construction of a new road extending 
from Sandusky, Ohio. At the age of 22 
in the year 1861 he came to Illinois, and 
was one of the civil engineers engaged in 
surveying the route for the Illinois' Cen- 
tral railroad. At first he was on the Chi- 
cago branch ot the road, running the line 
from Chicago to Tolono, The chief en- 
gineer ot the road at that time was Hon. 
II, B. Mason, mayor ot Chicago during 
the time of the Chicago fire. Mr. Mason 
took quite a fancy to Mr. Tnttle and had 
such complete confidence in his ability, 
that he was made first assistant engin- 
eer, Mr. Tuttle taking entire charge of 
the surveying between Bloomington and 
Pana, a distance of 76 miles, on the main 
line, W. H, Enuis & Bro. took the con- 
tract for building that part otthe Central 
road between Salt Creek and Puna, Mr> 
Tuttle being the engineer in charge, com- 
pleting the work in 1865. In the follow- 
ing year, associated with Sullivan Bur- 
gets, he engaged in the lumber and real 
estate business in Daoatur, and here he 
has lived since 1801. Mr. Burgess had 
personal charge of the real estate enter- 
prise in Decatur, and Mr. Tuttle man- 
aged a saw mill at Ramsey, where in 10 
years 1000 sores of timber was cleared 
and cord wood, ties and lumber were fur- 
nished the Central company. It was dur. 
ing this time that H. B. Plant and Mr. 
Tuttle purchased 40 acres of ground 
from Mr, Benshaw north of the Wabosh 
road, and platted Tuttle & Plant's addi- 
tion of residence lots in which theSanga- 
mon 
street 
school , is 
located. 


The firm gave the Wabash 10 acres 
of ground where the freight depot now 
stands. In 1857 Mr. Tuttle and Mr. 
Burgess surveyed the entire line ot the 
present St. Louie branch of the Wabush 
road, and in 1868, Mr. Tuttle, Charley 
Manners and Charles Moore built that 
part of the road between Deoatur and 
Litohfleld, 01 miles. The three Charleys, 
Tnttle, Manners and Moore, ^built the 
Oilman, Uliiiton A Springfield, and Mr. 
Tuttle alone built the old Midland, tbe 
Peoria, Decatur A Evansville, and the 
Champaign & Havana linns. Subsequent 
to 1872 Mr. Tuttle took the contract for 
building the Litohfield water works. He 
also built railroads in the west and in 
Indiana. .In 1870 he and Mr. Goldstein 
took the contract for grading and gravel- 
ing South Main, Water street, East Main, 
and Eldorado street to the depot. In 
1883 he laid the cobblestones on Mer- 
hantand Prairie streets, In hie hfe- 
ime he took numerous contracts for con- 
tracting bridges in Macon and other 
ounties. 
On April 13,1854, Mr. Tuttle and Miss 


Henrietta Florey were united in mar- 
riage in Deoatnr. 
Their children are 


Mrs. Edwin Carter, Frank H., Sherry A, 
Charles W.t Fred A., George B., Alonzo 
and Homer. There are two brothers and 
our sisters of the deceased, B. B. Tnttle, 
of Deoatnr, aad Dr. Prank Tnttle, Mrs, 
Billams, Mrs. Tolls, Mrs. Johnson, nnd 
Mrs. Baldwin, ot Ansonis, Conn. 


Deceased was a member ot Maoon 


IxxJge No. 8, A. F. and A. M., a charter 
member ot the Chapter, and a member 
ot Beaumanoir Commandery Number 9, 
Knights Templar. 


The funeral is in progress this after- 


noon from the family residence, the Ma- 
sonic fraternity in charge.

OTTAWA, Ont. March 2.—After n, vigor- 


ous denial of tho report published in tho 
New York Herald ref-urillng tho retire- 
montof Blr Joan MuoDonnld from the 
loadorBlilp o( tho CuuadUn Govommeut 
trad tho formation of a, now Cabluot under 
that of Sir Chariot, Tuppor, tho Oovorn- 
ment has, finally admitted tho accuracy oil 
tho report. Blr Charles Tuppor has enlleil 
from Havre, ami wlU arrive lu Canada in 
», few days. It is now certain that imme- 
diately upon lila arrival In Ottawa it will 
be publicly announced that a new Cab- 
inet will bo Coi mod uirdar his leadership. 
Sir John MaoDonald will, at tho close of 
the present session of Parliament, viiit 
England, be raised to tho poorngo by Hor 
Majesty, and rocoive tha appointment of 
British Ambassador to Washington. Sir 
Iltctor Laugovln, it is also considered as 
positive, will 
be appointed Canadian 


High Commissioner to England. 


A Cabinet Minister stated to a corre- 


spondent last evening that tho roport wan 
correct, but that Iho announcement was 
premature. Tho object of tho govern- 
ment m contradicting tho statement was 
to throwithe Opposition of! the secret, and 
toprovontany roferouoo bolng made lu 
Parliament to tho matter until Sir Charles 
arrived at the capital. The intention of 
tho Premier to rotire has been known to 
Iho Cabinet for some months, and tho 
wholu mutter of tho change has been thor- 
oughly discussed. 


Two loading French-Canadian Minis- 


ters in the present Cabinet aro Sir Hector 
Langoviu and Hon. J. A. Cliaploau, be- 
tween whom thera exist grout animosity. 
Sir Hector is a good executive officer but 
has no hold on his own Province, where 
lie oarm near being defeated at tho last 
general election. Hon. Mr, Caaploauis tho 
admitted leader of tho Conservative party 
in Quebec, aud Hucoossfully carrisd the 
Jonservatlvc banner to victory through 
;ho Kiel agitation in that Province at tho 
last general elections. When Sir Churl on 
i'uppor wn.8 askod to assume the leader- 
ship of tho government, he marto it a 
stipulation that Hon. 
.1. A. Chapleau 


should assist him. Sir Hector L&ugevin 
refused to accept a portfolio in a Tupper- 
Chaploiiu Government, nnd in order to 
overcome this difficulty it was decided 
that Sir Hector should bu appointed 
Canadian High CommiSHloner to England 
iu the place of Sir Chtitlos Tuppor. 


Her Majesty, through the Governov- 


Oonorai, has expressed her appreciation 
of tho services rendered England by Sir 
John MaoDonald during Ills long and 
eventful public career,trad has signified 
her ilosire that he should be raised to the 
peerage. He will be miiUe Lord MaoDou - 
aid, 


Han, J. A. G'haploau will not return to 


Canada until after tho formation ot th(l 
new Cabinet, and Sir Hoctor Langoviu 
1ms his appointment an Canadian Com- 
missioner. This precaution is taken HO 
that Sir Hector's friends iu Quebec will 
not be able to accuse Mr, Chaploan of 
crowding hh euomios out of tho new gov- 
ornmont. Tho full personnel of the new 
govornmonthas not yet beau decided upon, 
but It Is more than probable that Mr. 
Ohaploau will bo made Minister of Pub- 
lic \Vorks, aud that Mr. lUm, M. P., of 
Shorbrooko, will receive tlio portfolio of 
railways aud canals, us tha present Min- 
ister, Hon. J. H, Pope.' Is dying. Regard- 
ing the probable policy of this new ad-> 
ministration, it is impossible to spoalj 
positively, but one thing in certain—Sir 
Charles Tupper is fully alive to tho im- 
portance of an eary settlement of tha 
fisheries question, and it is more than 
likely that one of his Ilrst public acts will 
bo to invite the new President of the 
United States to resume ungotlfttlons for 
the framing of a new treaty.

Tho most general form Is the 
human whlstlo, which ono can make 
sound—oflor a fashion—without much 
preliminary training; but many musicians 
have made themselves masters of its In- 
tonations to such a degree that, Instead 
of tho usual inharmonious and unmethod- 
ical dlHuords, they can render with It the 
most difficult passages of elaborate mu- 
sical notes. I shall not dwell upon the 
means that may be employed to make the 
soundH sharper and to modulate their 
tones.

produced by inserting the fore and second 
lingers so as to turn the tongue slightly 
back HH tlio column of air passes over It, 
or by bonding- the blast over the outside 
of tho bunt lingers.
